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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6, 8-10, 14-17, 43 and 44 as amended (preliminary amendment 6/02/2006) are 
pending and subject to restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6 drawn to a first method of using a first product or to a method of 
treating human skin by administering a first product comprising platelet rich plasma (PRP) and a 
dermato logically acceptable carrier. 

Group II, claims 8-10, drawn to a method of making a first product comprising platelet 
rich plasma (PRP) and a dermatologically acceptable carrier. 

{Although claim 9 is included in Group II, it appears to be improper dependent when 
considering the scope of the claimed subject matter.} 

Group III, claims 14-17, drawn to a second method of using a first product or to a method 
of culturing cells in a medium comprising PRP. 

Group IV, claims 43 and 44, drawn to a second product composition comprising cells- 
obtained-by-process of culturing in a medium with a platelet releasate (PR) and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

This application contains claims drawn to more than one of permissible combinations of 

categories of inventions such as more than one product and more than one process of using said 

product. Furthermore, a "special technical feature" (that defines a contribution which each of the 

claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art) is known in the prior art. 

For example: US 5,599,558 teaches a product that is "platelet rich plasma" or a "platelet 

releasate" as intended for wound healing or treating skin (entire document including col. 5, lines 

30-33). Thus, unity of inventions is lacking. See MPEP 1850. 37 CFR 1.475. 

37 CFR 1.475. Unity of invention before the International Searching Authority, the International Preliminary 
Examining Authority and during the national stage.

(d) If multiple products, processes of manufacture or uses are claimed, the first invention of the category first 
mentioned in the claims of the application and the first recited invention of each of the other categories related 
thereto will be considered as the main invention in the claims, see PCT Article 17(3)(a) and § 1.476(c). 

(e) The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a 
single claim.
